GREAT BRITAIN AND 
GERMANY. 


VIEWS OF THE LIBERAL 
PRESS. 
London, Nov, 20. 

The “ Daily News, ” the “ Daily 
Chronicle” ‘and the “ Morning 
Leader” have published articles 
dwelling on the perils of secret 
diplomacy and demanding to know 
the full extent of onr obligations to 
France, aod whether our fulfilment 
of them bas involved any disregard 
of the point of view of other 
Powers 

The “Daily News” says that 
British policy to-day is to support 
France whatever happens, even 
when this policy acts in a way 
contrary to treaties and to British 
commercial interests, and that here 
we must seek the cause of the 
prolonged hostility between British 
and German diplomacy. 

A HELPING HAND. 

The “ Daily Chronicle ” says that 
the country is profoundly concerned 
at the state of unofficial relations 
between Great Britain and 
Germany. 

Although Liberals are proud of 
Sir Edward Grey’s integrity and 
ability nevertheless widespread 
disappointment is felt that he has 
not succeeded, during his six years 
at the Foreign Office, in putting 
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‘Anglo-German relations on « friend- 
ly footing. It ought to be the aim 
of Brit policy to facilitate not to 
resist Germany's natural desire for 
expansion. — Reuter. 


A CONFIDENTIAL 8PEECH. 
London, Nov. 22. 

A sensation bas been caused, says 
Renter’s Berlin correspondent, by 
the official publication of the 
confidential speech of Herr von 
Kiderlen Waechter before the Bud- 
get Committee of the Reichstsg, 
which has been sitting since No- 
vember 19. 

Herr von Kiderlen Waechter 
said that the signatories to the 
Algeciras Act were informed on 
June 30 of the despatch of a 
man-of-war to Agadir. In addition, 
Great Britain was informed on 
Joly 1 that Germany was com- 
pelled to comply with the appeal of 
the business houses to undertake the 
protection of the lives and property 
of German subjects and protégés 
in Southern Morocco, until order 
should be restored in the country ; 
but recognizing that France might 
be unable to restore the status quo, 
Germany was prepared directly to 
negotiate with France for a final 
understanding as regards Morocco. 

BRITISH ATTITUDE. 

Herr von Kiderlen Waechter 
continued that during the Franco- 
German negotiationr, England 
made no inquiry, whether of the 
German Ambassador in London or 
of the Government in Berlin re- 
specting the foregoing communice- 
tion. Not until July 21, tho day 
of Mr. Lloyd George’s speech, di 
any interview take place between 
Sir Edward Grey and the German 
Ambassador, at the instance of the 
former. Sir Edward Grey then ex- 
pressed an opinion of the German 
attitude, based on statements made 
by the French and British Press. 

Sir Edward Grey said that, as 
the German demands were so far- 
reaching thatthey might be unaccep- 
table to France, there was a risk that 
the negotiations might be without 
result, and that then the ques- 
tion would arise “ what is Germany 
doing in the closed harbour of 
Agadir, which is suitable for the 
construction of a war port, and in 
the hinterland?” Sir Edward 
Grey said that Agadir involved 
British interests and therefore the 
time wonld come when England 
would participate in the negotia- 
tions, 

FOREWARNED FOREARMED. 

Herr von Kiderlen- Wacchter said 
that Sir Edward Grey declared at 
the interview that he wished to 
emphasize that he desired a meet- 
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confronted with facts which would 
compel him to take up an attitude 
as the result of which the political 
situation — already sofficiently 
complicated — would assume @ 
decidedly more difficult and more 
serious form. 

‘The German Ambassador replied 
denying that Germany's demands 
were unacceptable to France and 
stating that it would be more cor- 
rect for England to wait until she 
could prove that any British 
interest. would be affected by 
Germany’s action. If France did 
not consider that the recognition 
of her claims in Morocco was 
equivalent to German demands in 
another field, then France must put 
ap with the presence of a mun-of- 
war in Morocco as part’of the bar- 
gain. Great Britain, he said, bad 
been compensated in Egypt, but 
Germany nowhere. The Ambas- 
sador knew nothing of the supposi- 
tions that Germany was proposing 
to build a naval station at Agadir. 
—Reuter. 





Herr von Kit \- Waechter said 
that Sir Edward Grey replied that 
ho was in no way opposed to German 
extension in the heart of Africa, 
but that British interests might be 
most seriously affected by the 
Morocco question. For that reasom 
he hoped for an agreement between 
France and Germany and only ia 
the undesired event of the failure 
to conclude such an agreement 
would he be obliged to say plainly 
that a continued occupation of 
Agadir would lead to explanations 
between Great Britain and Ger- 
many.

GREAT BRITAIN’S ATTITUDE. 

The Amtassador reported that 
Sir Edward Grey had consented to 
make no use in Parliament of 
Germany’s declaration that she bad 
no designs in Morocco, but Sir 
Edward Grey remarked that he 
would thus be unabie to allay public 
anxiety concerning these alleged 
desigae. Sir Edward Grey defended 
Mr. Lloyd George’s speech as being 
moderate and declared that it was 
quite right to deliver the speech.

RISTORY OF PREVIOUS PRO- 
POSALS.

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COMMISSION'S REPORT 

DISOUSBED. 

London, Nov. 22. 

Mr. J. Ramsay Macdonald (Lab: 
Leicester) opened the debate in the 
Honse of Commons on the report 
lof the Railway Commission. He 
moved a resolution regretting the 
refasal of the railway directors to 
meet the men and calling upon the 
Government to arrange such @ 
conference.

MR, ASQUITH’S STATEMENT, 

Mr. Asquith emphatically declar- 
ed that the companies were entitled 
to assume that the men would ac- 
cept the Commission's findings. 
The Government would not accept 
the resolution unless the reflexion 
on the companies was omitted. He 
thought, however, that once any 
suggestion of censure was eliminat- 
ed and the men had taken the re- 
port as the basis of fature relations 
with the companies, the latter 
would be well-advised to confer 
with the men under the Chsirman- 
ship of the Board of Trade. The 
best means of carrying out the 
report in that sense only, would 
be for the Government to invite 
the companies to a conferenoe.

Arter the points already 
enumerated comes one of the most 
illuminating papers, by Mr. A 
Hobson, on the opening of 
and countries. In the earl 
of Europe with Arabia, Persia and 
India, there was very little which 
any Western country could have 
sent to pay for the imported silks 
and spices, for the Asiatics had 
developed ‘almost all the mena- 
facturing arts beyond the European 
standards, and the chief value of 
foreign trade was in the homeward 
freight. When European nations 
entered upon machine production, 
it became the turn of the West to 
be ahead of the Tho stress 
of trade with backward peoples was 
shifted from the return freight to 
the outward freight and there

which, however, do not benefit 
them really, when the cost of their 
armies and navies, kept up for this 
purpose, is taken into account. 
But tropical countries contain rich 
nataral resources which cannot and 
ought not to be undeveloped. This 
development often requires the 
assistance of the white man’s 
knowledge, organization and capi 
The knowledge, training and intel- 
ligence of imany of those who are 
backward now, is such as to enable 
them to dispense after a brief 
period of initiation with that con- 
tinued tutelage and control of 
their industrial life.

A stronger motive 
is needed, one tbat will appeal not 
so much to ephemeral feeling or to 
baser selfish instincts as to the 
most permanent and loftiest of 
human interests. The ideal prin- 
ciple is the organization of 
hamanity. The goal to be kept in 
view is that of the progressive 
organization of the relations 
between people and racial 
groups—to procure a modification of 
the opinion of the educated clusses 
in all countries—for the educated 
claeses after all are the leaders of 
the uneducated. We do not want’ 
the universal prevalence of one 
type, but a variety of types of 
civilization among mankind. One 
of the profoundest problems of the 
world to-day is the problem of 
what is ultimately to be the 
result of the intrusion of Wes- 
tern thonght, Western science 
Western forms of government, 
upon great populations whose spirit 
rejects Western agnosticism and 
who have shown but a limited 
degree of receptivity to Western 
forms of religion. Attention should 
be directed to the intellectual and 
moral equipment of colonial ad- 
ministrations and members of the 
diplomatic service as well as all 
who strive to uplift the nations by 
a detailed stady by them of the 
people to whom they are sent, 
of their customs, manners, laws 
literature, religion and art, and 
generous appreciation of all that is 
fine and worthy in the character 
and culture of the alien people.

THE UNITED STATES 
PRESIDENCY. 


Nov. 20. 

Tae announcement of the re- 
entry of Colonel Theodore Roosevelt 
to the arena of American politics, 
if he could be said ever to have left! 
it, will not create surprise. Ac- 
cording to Reuter’s telegram which 
we publish this morning, an article’ 
written by the ex-President, pre- 
sumably for the New York “Out- 
look,” is interpreted as signifying 
not only his re-entry into politics 
but his intention to contest the 
Presidency next year. Consequently 
























is feeling the pulse of business 
circles. ‘e bear in mind that 
Colonel Roosevelt a short time ago’ 
made a formal appeal to all his 
loyal friends not to embarrass him 
by bringing forward his name in 
1912, inasmuch as a movement to! 
nomina‘’e him in that year would 
be a “genuine calamity.” But, 
apart from the fact that in many 
quarters President Taft has been’ 
conventionally looked upon asa stop- 

p for Colonel Roosevelt, signs 
fre_not wanting that the’ latter 
would not be adverse to re-nomina- 
tion and that ceriain prominent 
Republicans desire it. If point, 
were required for the conclusion 
that President Taft will not be 
re‘ained in office for another period, 
it may be found in tho results 
of the late elections for the State 
and Manicipal Assemblies. These) 
elections were considered to be of 
great importance inasmuch as they 
foreshadowed the probable position 
at the Presidential election next 
year, and the results may fairly be 
taken to indicate that the American 
people are not satisfied with the 
present Government. Except at 
the Presidential elections the people 
of the United States have no op- 
portunity of exercising any in- 
fluence on the Government, of say- 
ing whether the Government shall 
go out or remain in power. The 
executive is the great centre of 

wer and place, and once the 
President is elected he remains 
irremovable for a period of four 
years. Indirectly, however, there 
are ways and means of judging of 
the popular temper, and the conclu- 
sion drawn by capable observers, 
even before the recent elections, 
is that the people have lost con- 
fidence in President Taft. If 
such be the case, the occasion 
for showing their dissatisfaction 
with the Goverment will not be 
long delayed. 

Mr. Gifford Pinchot, writing in the 
“ Saturday Evening Post” recently, 
called upon the Republican party 
to prevent the re-nomination of 
President Taft on the ground that 
“the battle for Mr. Taft’s election 
would be lost in advance,” and he 
declared that his re-nomination 
would drive great numbers of} 
Republican voters, who believe in 
principles rather than in names, 
either to refrain from voting at all 
or to vote for a progressive 
Democrat. The reasons for the 
present dissatisfaction with the 
executive are not far to seek. They 
are to be found, mainly, in the Tariff 
Revision, Canadian Reciprocity, the 
enforcement of the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Law and the Arbitration 
Treaties. President Taft's election 
in 1908 was secured in a great 
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measure by the practically un- 
animous vote of the business 
community. He was pledged to a 
genuine revision of the tariff ; and 
in accordance with this pledge, 
President Taft declared that 
would veto the Payne Tariff Revision 
Bill unless radical changes were 
made, As is now well understood 
this Bill, although masqueradin, 
under a pretence of reduction o} 
the tariff, was a mere shifting of 
duties. In the process of shuftin 
average rates were increased and, 
with them, the burdens of the con- 
sumer. The substitute Bill of 
the Finance Committee of the 
Senate was scarcely a step further 
towards real revision, In con- 
sequence of the intervention of the 
President, the Republican members 
of a Conference of the two Houses 
capitélated to him on nearly every 
point, but the fourth great American 
instrument of protection that has 
been passed, still failed to give 
satisfaction either to the President 
or to the mass of the electors, 
Other causes, it is true, besides the 
Payne Tariff Revision Bill have 
contributed tothe enhanced cost of 
living in the United States. For 
several years past the tendency of 
prices to rise has been world wide. 
But the fact remains that there is a 
feeling in the United States that 
President Taft did not fulfil his 
pledges by a“ revision downwards” ; 
and it must be confessed that there 
are strong grounds for the justice of 
the complaint. 
Canada was bound to feel severely 
the new tariff wall raised against 
her. The effect of the commercial 
and therefore political policy of the 
United States, had hitherto been to 
draw the Dominion into economic 
dependence on the Republic. But 
the new law created in the Do~ 
minion an increased feeling in 
favour of Imperial preference, It 
was in order to counteract this 
tendency that President Taft at- 
tempted to bring about Canadian 
Reciprocity, an undertaking in 
which he signally failed, for 
to his speeches must largely 
be attributed the overwhelmin, 
vote against Reciprocity poll 
by the Canadian electors, In 
justice to President Taft, wo 
may believe that his famous saying 
that Canada was “at the parting of 
the ways” was taken in a sense 
that he did not attach to it ; and 
his letter of commendation to the 
Hearst newspapers, although ac- 
tually upproving only their ad- 
vocacy of Reciprocity, was widely 
understood as approving their argu- 
ment that the success of the 
measure would lead to annexation. 
At present feeling runs high in 
the United States by reason of the 
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enforcement of the Sherman Anti- 
Trust-Law, which has been for 
twenty years on the Statute Book. 
The enforcement is due to the 
jodiciary, whereas the Republicans, 
who take the credit for passing the 
law, undertook to amend it. Their 
attitude may be summed up brief- 
ly in this that while they under- 
took not to destroy the big corpora- 
tions, they pledged themselves to 
endow the Government with powor 
to master and control them. 
Nothing, however, has been done 
* for the fulfilment of this pledge ; 
and it is contended that the methods 
adopted to mitigate the undoub:ed 
evils of the Trusts in operation are 
calculated, not only to prevent the 
unfair amassing of money, but to 
throttle business enterprise. With 
other causes of complaint against 
President Taft's administration we 
have not for the moment space to 
deal, although it may fairly be noted 
that the failure of the Senate to 
ratify the Arbitration Treaties with 
Great Britain and France are not 
without precedent. Great hopes 
were founded by President Taft's 
friends upon the effect of his tour 
through twenty-four States of the 
Union. Without doubt he did not 
shrink from saying the unpopular 
thin ‘where necessary, and assured- 
yy the President does not want 
Peal popularity. Against this, 
the great maghetic influence which 
Colonel Roosevelt is able to wield 
is lacking when President Taft 
speaks. ‘The forces arrayed against 
him are increasing ominously ; and 
while he may fairly be described 
as one of the most judicial Presi 
dents that the United 
had, that is not a quality to win 
electioneering battles against po- 
pular discontent. 











PEKING AND THE 


PEOPLE. 
Nov. 21. 


Tuene is grim humour and 
there is real pathos in the an- 
nouncement that the Prince Kegent 
will take a solemn oath on the 
‘26th instant to observe the nineteen 
articles of constitation drawn up 
by the Tezechongyaan. It is de- 
sired only that the Emperor sball 
be allowed to remain in the palace 
and capital of his forefathers. To 
attain that end powers, honours, 
self-respect are alike thrown to the 
winds. Bat ean any oath be more 
convincing ns a gaarantes of falfil- 
ment than the extremity of fear 
and the practical powerlessness of 
Peking under which so many plen- 
ary pledges of reform have already 
been given? And if the revola- 
tionaries have so far failed to be 





moved by the one, will they be 
persuaded by the other? In fact, 
the Imperial Edict of November 19 
merely suggests again what the 
whole revolution has shown, that 
Peking, geographically and morally, 
has ever been out of touch with the 
country at large. It alternates 
daily between hope and fear. The: 
long delayed arrival of Yuan Shib- 
kai was s signal for renewed op- 
timism. But Yuan Shih-kai has 
Leon for a week in Peking without 
any visible improvement of the 
Manchu dynasty’s situation. On 
the contrary, his own lieutenant 
retarns from Wuchang with the 
news that General Li will bear of 
nanght bata republic, and the metro-. 
politan province of Obihli seizes the 
opportanity of Yuan Shib-kai’s re- 
turn to memorialize in favour of a 
republic, The Cabinet that Yuan’s 
inflaence has secured is unquestion- 
bly @ strong one. Two months 
ago its appointment would proba- 
bly have meant the avoidance of 
civil war. To-day, like all other 
reforms actual and’ prospective, it 
threatens to have come too late. It 
may be that the Premier has somo 
great scheme in reserve. nts 
sucoeed each other so quickly that, 
there is ever a danger of forgetting 
for how short a time the revolution 
bas been in progress, and that 
negotiations affecting the destiny of 
four hundred millions of people 
may well last for months. Bat the 
best of scheming is useless without 
matual confidence ; and it is to be 
feared that Yuan Sbib-kai is not 
trusted by the revolutionaries, 
while the Tszechengynan has, cer- 
tainly for the time bei to 
be representative of the country. 
‘What has frankly to be admitted 
is that the >ountry has gone past 
Peking. No compromise, it would 
seem, is admissible which should 
retain a Mancha name as its Sgure- 
head ; and once this principle is! 
accepted, the fabric of constitution- 
al monarchy falls to the ground. 
ing the acceptance of a Mancha 
prince as Emperor, it seems hardly 
possible to imagine the succession of 
any Chinese claimant to the throne, 
and although the country might bave 
for a while to submit to a military 
dictatorship, a republican form of 
government becomes ultimately the 
only permanent alternative. If we 
bave hesitated to make this admis- 
sion, we may plead that we 
were not alone in hesitation. 
Even the revolutionary lead- 
ers in Shanghai confess now 
that they underrated the strength 
and temper of the Chinese people, 
throughout the Empire, in favour 
of a republic. For practical pur- 
poses it matters little whether the 
movement as we now see it was 
































planned ab oro from some secret 
central source, or whether other 
provinces took fire from the initial 
success of Wuchang. The fact

dynasty may afterwards be tarn 
to practical effect in overcoming the 
difficult task of founding a China 
for the Chicese. In other words, 
it is a people's revoltion, and as 
such its leaders look to rely upon it 
to cerry them through all the admin- 
rative and economical problems 
that attend the uprooting of old 
forms and the invention of new. 
We have stated the republican 
point of view in its most roseate 
colours and there no British 
subject in the Far East but 
rejoice if those bright anticipations 
are realized. No one. it is safe to 
say, would have dreamed two 
montbs ago that so tremendous a 
tolte face could have been effected 
in so orderly, and, on the whole, 80 
bloodl Recent years 
have pointed, with ever growing 
jew and formidable 
current of anti-foreign feeling. By 
some extraordinary agency that 
force’has, suddenly as it seems, been 
converted against the Manchus, and 
even the injadicious combination 
of the four nations’ loan syndicate, 
the dangerous possibilities of which 
were emphasized from the begin- 
ning in these columns, has not 
hitherto been allowed to bias the 
aim of the revolt. Now the revola- 
tionary leaders have gone even 
farther, and pledge themselves not 
only to protect Manchus generally, 
but even to pension the Imperial 
family, provided it lives out its days 
ontside Chins. So far as any 
guarantee of future good govern- 
ment can be given in these trou- 
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Dlous times it bas been given, and 
no friends of China, among whom 
Great Britain counts herself the 
oldest, will withhold their hearty 
support from the men that can 
secure this great good for China. 
But there is still a formidable 
“if” in the path of republican 
aspirations. Before the work of 
organization can be begun, recogni- 
tion by foreign Powers is indispensa- 
ble, and to attain that it is 
necessary that Nanking should be 
recaptured and a clean bill of 
health should be shown at Wuchang. 
As matters stand, the Imperial 
Government is still the Government, 
in the eyes of the world, contend- 
ing with mutinous subjects, and 
from that position the Powers can 
hardly depart, however far the 
South may drift from the North. 
So far, then, as can be seen Nanking 
isthe turning point in the revol 

tion, the division of the 
between protracted anarchy, with 
all the misery that want and 
exile from home must bring 
in its train, and the continu- 
ance of that good conduct 
which on the whole the revolu- 
tionary party has secured. Other 
factors will no doubt arise; one 
such is already felt in the revolution- 
ary party’s increasing needof money.

‘Tas announcement that delegates 
from eleven or twelve of the revolt- 
ing provinees bavo vow opened 
their discussions in Shanghai on 
the future constitution of (bina 
will be hailed with general interest 
We understand that these delegates 
were appointed by the Assemblies 
of their respective provinces and 
their appointment sanctioned by 
the provincial Tutub, or Military 
Commendant ; and as such they 
maintain that their powers are 
plenary and that their conclusions 
will carry the authority of all re- 
volutionary (hina. It must be 
pointed out that this claim does 
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not altogether square with General 
Li Yuan-bung’s expressed intention 
that the final republican conference 
be held in Wuchang. For 
obvious reasons General Li’ 
opinions are not likely to be dis- 
regarded. In these circumstances 
doubts will inevitably ariso as to 
the ultimate acceptance by all 
parties of the decisions arrived at| 
by the delegates. These are early 
days yet to pronounce any opinion 
as to the outcome of the confer- 
ence. The delegates plead earnestly 
that time be allowed them to shape 
their plans, and their foreign 
sympathizers assuredly recognize 
the need of patience. But the 
general situation still contains too! 
many anomalies to be regarded as| 
apything but extremely serious. 
The precise value of the Northern 
forces of revolution has still to be 
owed for in the political equa- 
tion. In particalar, there is no} 
little anxiety as to the fatare 
movements of Yuan Shib-kai. That 
he is the power to be reckoned 
with now, and not the Manchu 
dynasty, has been amply demons- 
trated by every recent telegram 
from Peking ; and little as he may 
be trusted by the rank and file of the 
Southern revolutionary party, it is 
probable that its leaders would be 
glad to welcome his adherence 
to their standard, as serving to 
equalize the present ill-balanced 
osition of 

The one great essential, however, 
of the moment is undoubtedly the 
establishment of some clearly re- 
cognizable provisional government 
to speak collectively for all the 
provinces in revolt. According 
to the statements of the local re- 
volutionary leaders there is a pro- 
‘onal government in Wachang 
and a national assembly in Shangbai ; 
and pending the end of actual war- 
fare each province declares its in-| 
dependence of Manchu control and 
manages its own affairs, until the 
time comes for it to combine in the 
general federation of Chiva. But 
we doubt whether the foreign 
Powers recognize the position as 
clearly as this, and whether it) 
would even be possible for them so 
to recognize it, apart altogether from 
the continued existence of the de 
jure Government in Peking. At 
present the position in China 
amounts to little more than a 
gigantic boycott of Peking. Plainly 
as we understand the impossibility 
of hurrying matters, there is a| 
feeling among foreigners that by 




















this time something tangible should 
have begun to emerge from the 
mass of orderly yet inchoate revolu- 
tion. It might be no more than a 
nucleus, transient and not even 
remotely resembling the ultimate 
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form of constitution. Yet, even 
if the men on the spot are held 
back from taking any decisive step, 
as seems not improbable, by the 
expectation of others greater than 
themselves who have yet to 
make their appearance on the 
stage, it is as much to their 
interest as it is the earnest desire 





of foreigners that some central body 
should arise that will be able to say, 
without fear of contradiction or 
repudiation of their pronounce-

THE RED CROSS 
SOCIETY, 
Nov. 22. 

We publish to-day an appeal 
by the Red Cross Society of China 
for subscriptions to enable it to 
assist the wounded during the pre- 
sent warlike operations in China, 
an assistance which is especially 
necessary owing to the entire 
absence of any staff of army sur- 
geons or ambulance corps such as 
forms part of the regular organiza- 
tion of the armies of the Powers in 
the field. The right of the wound- 
ed, and of those employed to look 
after them, was definitely ackni 
ledged by all the great Powers in 
the famous Geneva Convention of 
1864, and although China is not a 
party to that Convention, it is to 
be hoped tbat both armies now 
contending on her soil will so far 
as lo abide by the hamane 
principles laid down in this Con- 
vention. The Convention decl: 
that all persons employed on hospi- 
tals and ambulance, comprising the 
staff for superintendence, medical 
service adminis‘ration, and trans- 
port of the wounded, shall be treat- 
ed as nentrals £0 long as there are 
any wounded to bring in or to 
succour, and in the same way. 
ambulances and military hospitals 
must be protected and respected so 
long as there are any such therein. 
In order to distinguish thoso in 
charge of this work the well known 

















¥| Red Cross flag and arm badges aro 


provided. The appeal that we 
publish very rightly calls atten- 
tion to the possible abuse of the 
Red Cross by irresponsible Lelpers 
in the cause, and invites the co- 
operation of all who are organizing 
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assistance for the relief of the 
wounded. It is obvious that it will 
greatly facilitate the work and 
secure the best results if it is under- 
taken and carried out by one large 
and well organized body, instead of 
by a number of independent groups 
or individuals. If fighting con- 
tinues, as unfortunately is anticipat- 
ed, there will be ist amount of 
work to be done among the wound- 
ed, the sick, and the dying : large 
quantities of chloroform, anti- 
septics, bandages and sargical 
stores will be required, and it is to 
provide for these that money is now 
urgently required. We hope that 
the Shanghai public, Chinese and 
foreign alike, will respond to this 
appeal with its well-known 
liberality. 




















TRADE RETURNS 


OF FORMOSA. 
Nov: 23, 

In spite of the disadvantages in- 
evitably attached to an inaugaral 
effort by an Eastern Power at 
colonization on Western lines, and 
the obstacles in her path caused by 
geographical conditions and the 
insubordination of an aboriginal 
population, Japan has pursued an 
optimistic policy which events have 
largely justified. The development 
of Formosa both as a centre of pro 
duction and in the sphere of com- 
merce was shown to some extent at 
the recent Japanese Exhibition in 
London, where its output of tea, 
camphor, sugar and coal created 
considerable interest. The most 
recent figares on the subject are 
contained in the Diplomatic and 
Consular Report on the trade of the 
island for 1910, drawn up by Mr. 
J. B. Rentiers, the British Con- 
sul, ond submitted to Parlia- 
ment in Angust last. For 
that year the total trade of the 
island amounted to £11,111,467, 
fn increase over that of 1909 
of £2,475,692. OF this total 
£10,115,307 passed through the 
four open ports of Tamsui, Keelung, 
Takow and Anping; the balance 
passing through soven ports open 
only to jank traffir and trading 
with Chinese ports. This shows 
an increase of £1,482,771 over 
that of the preceding year. Ot 
this trade £3,101,099 was with 
foreign countries and £7,014,208 
with Japan, showing | respec- 
tive increases of £788,006 and 
£704,765. Practically no change 
has occurred in the proportion be- 
tween foreign and Japanese trade ; 
the former stands at 21, the latter 
at 79 per cent. It is instructive to 
compare these figures with those 
contained in Mr. J. W. Davidson’s 


book on the island, published in 
1903. “Since 1895,” h 
“when Formosa 
Japan, there has been bat little 
increase in exports, although values 








have advanced in some lines ; but] ¥. 


the Japanese occupation has had 
a stimulating effect upon imports.” 

The total of imports and exports 
for 1896 is given as twenty-two 
million yon, and in 1901 this had 
been increased to approximately 
thirty-seven million. Daring 
similar period of five years, the 
last under the Chinese régime, the 
total trade began at seven million 
yen and closed at nine million. 
This accelerated rate of progress 
under the Japanese administration 
has, it may well be imagined, 
favoured Japan rather than other 
countries The strong tariff wall 
erected against foreiga imports has: 
caused no less than three-fifths of 
the total imports to be drawn from 
Japan. It is pointed out in the 
report, however, that supplies of 
foreiga goods are very largely 
drawn from Japan, and that import 
included under the head of Japan 
are not necessarily of Japancse 
origin. The principal items impor- 
ted from foreiga countries are ma~ 
chinory, opium, railway materials, 
cotton textiles, oil cake and leaf 
tobacco. Imported opium, which 
is a Goveroment monopoly, is 
valued at £371,860, and it is noted 
that an increase has occurred in the 
quantity of Turkish opiam, 
consequent decrease in that from 
Porsia and British India. In re- 
spect of railway matorials, Ger- 
many holds a slight advantage over 
the United States, while Great 
Britain is practically unrepresented. 
The balance is, however, somewhat 
redressed in respect of bridge 
materials, where the United King- 
dom leads, with the United States 
and Germany close competitors for 
second place. Importation of oil 
cake bas more than donbled in the 
course of a year, the figures re- 
floctiog very faithfully the general 
increase in demand for this pro- 
duct. Imports from Japan include 
large quantities of footgear, in the 
form of wooden clogs and rash 
sandals, 

The total exports amount to 
£6,117,177, of which sugar repre- 
sents no less than £3,549,590. Of 
the 4,079,344 cwt. produced, 
3,719,536 owt. went to Japan. In 
November, 1910, it was announced 


























that no more charters would be 
granted for the time being for the 
formation of sugar manufacturing 
companies, nor for extension of 
existing mills, the object being to 
check the over-prodaction in excess 
‘of the demands of Japan for direct 
consumption and for refining, pend-

The whole of the shipments to the 
United States, 8,480,000 Ib., were 
in British vessels, and the Oolong 
export trade is in the bands of 
three British and five American 
firms. Considerable loss to sbip- 
pers was caused by the rejection 
by the United States of some 2,000 
balf-chests. Of the output of black 





tea, 86,720 Ib. were exported to 
Rassia, where, however, the price 
d seems to have been un 
satisfactory. The United States 
and Germany accounted for the 
bulk of the exports of camphor, 
but the output for the year was 
below the estimate of 7,706,000 Ib. 
The whole output of camphor oil 
went to Japan for the extraction 
of its camphor, and new sources 
of production in the north 
have been opened up by the 
subjugation of the savages in the 
interior. A dry summer was res 

sible for a decrease of ten per cent in 
the output of rice. A rubber 
ntation bas been formed by a 
Japanese syndicate, and it is ex- 
pected that the undertaking will be 
completed in six years, and a mill 
for the extraction of pulp from 
bamboo is also numbered among 
the new industries of the island. 
Tn conclusion, it may be noted that 
in the Budget for 1911-12 the sum 
of £40,000 has been set aside for 
the purpose of settling Japanese in 
Formosa. The sum for this purpose 
bas never previously exceeded 
£5,000, and the increase may be 
taken as an indication of the efforts 
which Japan is making in every 
direction to promote the deveiop- 
ment of the island. :

THE REVOLUTION 
AND TRADE. 


There is no concealing the fuct that 
the position of trade in Shanghai and 
thronghout the Empire is very criticaly 
Up to a fortnight ago the main con- 
tributory cause for the financial crisie 
was, besides the want of ctirrency policy 
for China, the utterly nosound methods 
of the native banks. As matters stand 
to-day, the native banks or the unsound 
finance of the Manchu Government 
could no longer be saddled with the 
responsibility for the utter stagnation 
of trade that now prevails, 


STRIKES AND COMSEQUENOES, 
To arrive at a correct conception of 
the present position it is necessary to 
go 60 far back as the Homo strikes, a3 
a result of which trade at home was 
farlysed in Ange, sad, in soe 
Inte as the beginning of 
September. During August and Sep~ 
tember there was a real revival of 
trade in Shanghai and thronghout 
China ; and although the fall in cotton 
to » certain extent interfered with the 
smooth progress of such a rovival it 
was hoped that some arrangement could 
be arrived at, satisfactory to the home 
manafacturer, the foreign dealer in China 
‘and the Chinese. The home strikes have 
been responsible for the non-arrival of 
cargointo Shanghai fornearly four weeks 
and when the first consignment began 
to arrive here the revolution in Wu- 
chang had broken ont. As a matter of 
fact the first consignment arrived on 
October 10, the day after the start of 
the Wuchang revolt. The local fore 
eign merchants did not expect the 
revolution at all, surely not a revolution 
of the magnitude it has now assumed, 
So, when the cargo that was delayed on 
account of the home strikes arrived, the 
foreign dealers thought lightly of the 
additional burden that was entailed 
‘upon them, and as a matter of fact they 
had no legal remedy when the delay 
was due to causes over which the mann= 
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facturers. had no control. The first 
week of the revolution passed qui 
from the point of view of commerce, 
although there was a decreased demand, 
owing to the Yangtze valley beitg 
closed to trade.

They all declined to 
accept the proposal and unan- 
imously demanded « Repubiic, 
together with the departare of 
the Manchu Court outside Ohina 
proper. On these conditions the 
Republicans were prepared to pen- 
sion the Royal Family adeqnately 
and to provide for the Imperial 
cho. 

Tsai Ting-kan said that he 
admired the discipline and enthus- 
iasm of the revolutionaries. Hoe 
saw no trace of the dissension 
which the Government atill reports.

Chinkiang, Nov. 1911. 

‘A correspondent telegraphs :— 
Additional troops with beavy guns

A suspicion gains ground that 
General Chang will not stand his 
ground in Nanking, but that be 
will cross the river to Pakou with 
the loyal Sbentung troops and 
make for the north.

been left to repel a 
den by'an aru of 7b.000 men ! 

Viscount Haldane replied that 
‘sach questions should be addressed 
to the Premier. He repeated the 
objects of the Territorial Force, 
and said that its ability to repel an 
invading army of 70,000 was the 
standard that was ainted at, But 
the Admiralty was now of opinion 
that it was impossible for an army 
of anything approaching 70,000 
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men to land in England. There 
were still 400,000 Territorial, while 
others were available for home 
defence in the absence of an ex- 
peditionary force. These were suf- 
ficient for the duty required to be 
performed, though he agreed that 
it would be more satisfactory if the 
Territorials were recruited to their 
full establishment during time of 
peace. Ina short time the Terri- 
torials would be 40,000 to 50,000 
short of full strength, but there was 
no need to despair as energy and 
patriotism were alone required to 
fill the ranks.
